Brownes— two men whom be, la his 
opposition to all eceleslasttclsm. ex- 
pelled from the colony because of Ihelp 
demotion to the Episcopal form of wor- 
ship— were making trouble for him In 
England. His suceessor. John Wln- 
throp, w.as his good frienil. however, 
and, relieved from the cares of the first 
efilce In the colony, the thrifty pioneer 
had time to make the wilderness blos- 
som as the rose with vlnayards and or- 
chards. 

In the R.alem court house a scholarly 
Incumbent showe.l the writer how and 
when the Endlcott grant, over which 
we were to have an afternoon's ramble, 
waa made. The government of the col- 
ony was vested In a governor, deputy 
governor, and eighteen assistants, 
chosen by the freemen. Four general 
courts were held earh year, when all 
the freemen were to assemble, but other 
courts were to be held by these officers. 
At such a court as the last named, the 
three hundred acres of land between 
the two rivers of ponderous Indian 
names Mnow called Waters and Crane 
rivers) were granted to Captain John 
Endlcott July 3. 1632. Much of tbs land 
was covered with birches when the 
grant was made, and aside from Its 
Indian title It w.is known In English 
as Birch wood, but when the governor 
had cleared it he named It Orchard 
Form, calling the stre.xm toward which 
It principally sloped "Cow-House 
River," with a characteristic absence 
of sentiment. He lo\-'l the spot more 
than hla "Broadfleld'' In Salem, and his 
tillage made It famous. 

The Salem plantrra wanted to raise 
tobacco. Endlcott thou,Tht It Injurious 
to health and morals, .nn.l this differ- i

■oa went to view his estate and thaf

This may bear out the statement mads 
to us by the present courteous oceu- 
p.ant, that part of the original housa 
of the governor waa move«t to this point 
and added to. Before thia time the En- 
dlcott pnsaessluns covered a much larg- 
er territory— a full thousand acrea — 
taking In the now famous WItchhouss 
Farm, the Reborca nurse homestead, 
which John. Jr., left to hia wife, and 
that estate adjoining on which the Pro- 
vincial mansion, known aa the Colllna 
House, was built. This was the re- 
nowned headquarters of General Gags, 
now called The IJndens, the homo ef 
the Endlcott coustna, the I’eabodya 
In the meadow, near the river, la tht 
governor's eld spring- the 

Shaded spring, whereof he drank. 

On the pleaaant willow bank. 

Farther up on the river shore Is the 
Endlcott bnrying place, with the old 
stonea dating back to the third genera- 
tion from the solonlal am'eator. Dp 
to the fourth generation the name waa 
spelled with an e for the aeoond sylla- 
ble; after that It beceaiea the mora 
familiar Endlcett. The headstonea In 
the Inclosed pine grove burial plot 
hear no other name than Endlcott, 
but It la aald that at the time General 
Gage was quartered In the near-by 
beaiitlOil Collins House, British ofllcers, 
who formed his boilyguard and died In 
camp, were burled In this arUtocratle 
Inclostrre. Several alaves were also In- 
terred among the family hones, but 
only the greensward marks aue^ 
graves.
